Items that excited elementary 
students included offerings by the teaching staff, such as 
art and signing lessons, a family photo shoot, water sports 
lessons and cartooning. Other items offered for bid were a 
basketball signed by the Boston Celtics, a day of kayaking, 
gift baskets and an Orlando, Florida vacation package. 

Overall, the event kicks off a series of 
fundraisers over the next 18 months to raise money for 
new playground equipment.

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need for playground equipment as part of the recent 
school building renovation effort. According to Ms.

Marion Resident Receives Boston Post Cane

For the oldest Marion resident, there is no greater 
pleasure than a jigsaw puzzle. The puzzle pieces have 
gotten larger with time, to compensate for dwindling 
eyesight, but the fun of fitting the pieces together still 
remains. 

At the age of 99, Caroline Derocha, a resident of 
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the Sippican Health Care Center, accepted the Boston Post 
Cane Award as the town's oldest resident on March 30, 
2010. Wearing all purple and seated in a chair in front of a 
large sheet cake for the occasion, Ms. Derocha smiled and 
waved as her friends and family applauded her and her 
long life. 

''My children were very good to me and my 
husband was also very good to me. He didn't want me 
driving an automobile," Ms. Derocha reflected as she 
thought of her protective, loving husband, the late Frank 
Derocha, who passed away 30 years ago. 

Her daughter, Mattapoisett resident Barbara 
Belanger, added that Ms. Derocha has always been 
"fiercely independent". She reminisced about the 
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industrious mother who raised her. "She was working 
all the time/' said Ms. Belanger. When the kids were 
young, Ms. Derocha would take in laundry, grow her 
own vegetables, can the surplus crop and sewed her 
daughter's clothing. Ms. Derocha enjoyed being busy and 
self-reliant. 

Ms. Belanger said that one day she came home 
from school in the eighth grade and told her mother 
that she wanted to be a teacher some day Ms. Derocha 
went out and got a job with Aerovox, a company that 
made electrical capacitors, so she could help fund her 
daughter's education. Ms. Derocha later retired from 
Aerovox, and her daughter went on to fulfill her dream of 
being an educator, thanks to her mother's hard work and 
support. 

The cane that was presented to Ms. Derocha was 
one of the originals carved for the Boston Post newspaper 
in 1909 when they started the Boston Post Cane award 
for the oldest resident living in each New England town. 
The cane, which is gold-tipped and made of carved ebony, 
pleased Ms. Derocha greatly. She tapped it on the floor 
and beamed to the room, announcing: "Yay! Oh, that's so 
nice!" Ms. Derocha's initials will be one of many initials 
that have been carved into the cane's gold handle over the 
past century. 

Her family gathered around her to enjoy cake and 
talk more about her long life. Her grandson, John Derocha 
of Brockton, sat next to her and chatted, while her great- 
grandchildren - Ryan, Bryanna, and Meagan - listened. 
"This is pretty neat," said Mr. Derocha, of the award that 
his grandmother was receiving. 

Ms. Derocha sadly remembered her son Carl, who 
she wished could' ve been at the celebration. Carl Derocha 
died in 2000. Ms. Belanger said that her cousin, Donald 
Ross, also would' ve liked to attend the celebration, and 
sent all his love from Florida. Mr. Ross was taken in by the 
Derocha family after his mother died when he was 15. 

Besides family, friends gathered to congratulate 
Ms. Derocha. Marion Council on Aging director Susan 
Schwager said that before she came to live at the Sippican 
Health Care Center, she would call Ms. Darocha "once 
a week to chit chat". She smiled as she remembered the 
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time that Ms. Derocha donated a large box filled with 
jigsaw puzzles to the library. 

Kathy Ponte from the Friendly Visitor's Program 
in Marion met Ms. Derocha about four years ago and has 
met with her once a week ever since. In addition to her 
jigsaw puzzle hobby, Ms. Ponte said that Ms. Derocha 
"kept her house so neat, cooked for herself, mowed the 
lawn and kept a flower garden." 

Ms. Derocha laughed as another camera flashed. 
"She's having a good time," said Ms. Ponte. 

NB/OR Takes Fourth Place in Academic Bowl

Dressed in red and quick with a signal, the NB / 
OR team sat in the quiet auditorium with a look of solemn 
concentration. They may not know that Denmark is the 
smallest Scandinavian country, but the New Bedford/ 
Old Rochester (NB/OR) team for the 2010 Gallaudet 
Academic Bowl sure knew a lot about math, presidents, 
and Disney movies. 

Besides being exceptionally gifted in mathematics 
and history, the team was confident and quick with a 
buzzer. The NB / OR team consisted of students from New 
Bedford - including Jesse Viera, Vanessa Simpson and 
Leah Frechette, and one Old Rochester Regional student - 
Laura Mazucca. 

Old Rochester Regional School District and the 
Middleboro R.E.A.D.S. Collaborative Program for Deaf 
and Hard-of-Hearing students hosted an exciting two- 
day Academic Bowl on Friday, March 26, and Saturday, 
March 27 at ORR. The Academic Bowl, which was started 
by Gallaudet University in Washington, D.C. in 1997, is a 
nationwide academic competition for deaf and hard-of- 
hearing high school students. 

Now in its 14th year, the bowl is a highly- 
anticipated event for over 400 academically-minded 
students in the United States. The nation is divided into 
five regions, and Old Rochester Regional was the site 
of the Northeast division of the competition. Students 
from northern New England to Buffalo, NY formed 16 
teams and competed in a round-robin series of academic 
challenges in the high school and junior high school 
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auditoriums, the superintendent's conference room and 
the media room. 

At a 10:15 am competition in the junior high 
school auditorium, the NB/OR team played the 
Lexington School for the Deaf team in a ''preliminary 
Match 3." This was just one of many matches that the 
NB/OR would engage in over the course of the two-day 
event. 

Instead of having the competition at schools 
for the deaf, "we try to encourage 'mainstream' schools 
to hold the event," said Kathleen Vesey Director of 
Gallaudet University's Regional Center. Ms. Vesey said 
that the competition is a great chance for deaf and hard- 
of-hearing students who attend "mainstream" schools 
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- that is, public integrated schools like Old Rochester - to 
meet other students who are also deaf or hard-of-hearing. 

Some of the NB / OR team strength came from 
Ms. Mazucca, who cites math as her strongest subject. Ms. 
Mazucca and her team members have been studying for 
this event since last summer, but she said that she was still 
"a little nervous'' when she woke up that morning. 

The NB/OR team's dedication to studying was 
evident in their Match 3 win against Lexington, 47 to 
16. Undeterred by difficult questions in the categories of 
math, history, geography, pop culture, sports, science, 
literature, the arts and current events, the team easily 
racked up their points over the three round match, and 
scored fourth place among the 16 teams that participated. 

The top three teams from the northeast division 
will compete in the final Washington D.C. National 
Gallaudet Academic Bowl competition in April. Since 
NB / OR came in fourth, they narrowly missed the chance 
to move on, but their performance was still impressive, 
considering how close this year's Academic Bowl was. 
Ms. Vesey said, "It was a very exciting Academic Bowl for 
everyone."

• The Walk to Tinkham Forest {Excerpt) 

. . .Out of curiosity, I checked it out today. I was 
curious about the check-in process, the walk there, and 
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what the actual forest was like. 

At the entrance, I signed in with a pleasant 
security guard who informed me that I was welcome to 
take a map to find the forest. The last person in the log 
had accessed the forest in January 2010. It didn't seem 
like the security guard came across too many pedestrians 
looking to check out Tinkham Forest. While the public 
is allowed access to the forest, they are not allowed to 
take their cars there. He informed me that it was "a long 
walk." 

It is a long walk, but it's quiet and pleasant. It 
takes about a mile each way to get to the forest site. A 
path of crushed shell meanders alongside the "main'' 
street through the community, and the road is flanked 
with golf greens and evergreens. Once you arrive at Split 
Rock Lane, there is Tinkham Forest. "Split Rock," a large 
rock that has a split large enough to walk through, is in 
front of the Sippican Trail entrance to the forest. 

The Tinkham Forest itself is like any other forest. 
It's got lots of evergreens and lichen. A semi-beaten trail 
works its way through the forest, leading out to split rock.

Local Marathoners Run for Cancer Research

Every year that Gary Sousa participates in the 
Dana-Farber Marathon Challenge, he tells himself it will 
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be his last. 

''Every year I think Fm hanging up my hat. . . but 
at mile 25, right when I start to feel sick, I see pediatric 
patients of Dana Farber [Cancer Institute] cheering us 
on. Then all of the complaints go away, and I remind 
myself to do it again next year,'' Mr. Sousa said. "It is very 
inspirational." 

And now Mr. Sousa is back again to participate 
in his sixth Boston Marathon as part of the Dana 
Farber Marathon Team. The event - scheduled for April 
19 - helps fund the Claudia Adams Barr Program in 
Innovative Basic Cancer Research at the Dana Farber 
Cancer Institute. The course follows Massachusetts' 
historic 26.2 mile route from Hopkinton to Boston with a 
goal to raise $4.4 million for cancer research. 

Originally, Mr. Sousa participated in the race 
for the athletic challenge, but now he said the Dana 
Farber Challenge has sensitized him to the prevalence of 
cancer in the community. As the cross-country coach at 
Tabor Academy, he is more aware of cancer affecting the 
school's close-knit community, from student parents to a 
former trustee. 

Mr. Sousa' s fundraising for the event has far 
exceeded the minimum $3,250 required to participate; 
in fact, he often raises about $8,000. The coach has his 
students to thank for that. As part of his effort, Mr. Sousa 
hosts a Lap-A-Thon where students run for about four 
hours (his approximate marathon time) in shifts to raise

money. Last year, the students brought in between $3,000- 
4,000 in donations. 

The coach also has received a lot of positive 
encouragement from Tabor students, especially after a 
recent injury sidelined him weeks away from the race. 
''The kids have been coaching me through it, telling me I 
can do it,'' he said. "I really appreciate that role reversal." 

Mattapoisett resident Tammy Ferreira also is 
preparing for the marathon, but with a more personal 
experience with cancer. 

"My uncle passed away last year in March from 
cancer, and we were just so close," she said of her relative 
George Ventor III. "He was my uncle, my godfather. . . he 
was the world to me." Ms. Ferreira had participated in a 
marathon last year, but this year decided to run for Dana 
Farber in honor of her uncle and other family members 
stricken by the disease. 

The experience of watching her uncle struggle 
with cancer "broke my heart," she said. "He was down to 
100 pounds, and the cancer just spread like wildfire and 
ate away at him. I was there when he passed. Thinking 
about it now, it kills me." 

Ms. Ferreira also is participating to honor what 
she loved about her uncle. "He always saw the positive, 
he was so uplifting. They say always the good die young 
- that was him." 

Ms. Ferreira said many of her family members 
haven't been spared from cancer. Leukemia, brain cancer. 
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MARION FENCE 
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and ovarian cancer all have affected her family in recent 
times. Cancer research is a ''wonderful, wonderful, 
wonderful cause,'' she said. "I'm thankful to be a part of 
the marathon challenge team." 

Looking ahead to next year, Ms Ferreira said, "I 
definitely will do it again." Mr. Sousa also is planning to 
come back: he now hopes to complete the challenge 10 
times. But if the past is any indicator, that number may 
grow.

S. Howland had her hand painted clothing and a table 
was filled with baked goods for all to enjoy. 

One room was labeled the "Recycled Sculpture 
Room", where the creation of art was strongly 
encouraged.

brought to my attention that a theater workshop would 
be held in a few minutes.

The minutes of the March 16 meeting were 
approved. 

In the first appointment of the evening, the Board 
met with Harbormaster Michael Cormier to clarify the 
language in some recent Waterways Regulation changes. 
The Board was afraid that the current list of regulations 
would restrict a household from having both a mooring 
and a slip, but Mr. Cormier said that this was not the 
intention of the regulations, and that a person could "have 
a mooring and a slip in theory''. Mr. Cormier agreed that 
he would change the phraseology in the regulations to 
call the spots "slips" at Island Wharf and "berths" at Old 
Landing. 

The Board voted to approve the changes to the 
Waterways Regulations contingent upon this change. 
Under action items, the Board voted to: 

• Grant a one-day, all-alcohol license to the 
Marion Social Club for an April 18 event. 

• Sign a water commitment in the amount of 
$1,775.95. 

• Appoint David C. Zander as an EMT- 
Paramedic. 

• Grant a temporary premise access agreement to 
Verizon and NStar to Littleneck Village so they can start 
work. They will have to wait until Town Meeting to be 
formally granted access. 

• Make town stickers free to citizens aged 70 and 
over, effective January 1, 2011. 

• Make Jonathan Henry the selectmen 
representative for SRPEDD and the Joint Planning 
Transportation Group (JPTG). 

The Board then met with John Ludes and 
Attorney Mark Deshaies concerning a planned Converse

Road subdivision. In May 2009, the Board had met with 
Mr. Ludes and despite a moratorium, had voted to allow 
sewer tie-ins at the proposed Converse Road subdivision 
under an exception for "public interest". The "interest" in 
this case was a parcel of land that the Board thought the 
developer would grant to Sippican Land Trust (SLT) for 
public access to the water. 

Since then, the Board received a letter from SLT 
saying that the terms of the condition have changed, and 
that the "public interest" has been removed from the deal 
- namely, SLT could not produce the $400,000 needed to 
purchase the desired lot for waterfront access. 

"I must be the most naive person in the world," 
said Selectman Blanchette. "I thought this was going to 
be a gift. I am taken aback. . . We have the minutes of [the 
May 2009] meeting and [the cost] was never conveyed to 
us." 

Selectman Henry agreed. "It doesn't say anything 
about failing to meet an asking price." 

Mr. Ludes said that executive director of SLT, 
Jessica Whittaker, could tell the Board that SLT always

FELINE HEARTWORMS 

Can my cat get heartworms? 

Unfortunately yes. Cats that go outdoors and are 
bitten by mosquitos are at risk of developing heart- 
worms.

"But we didn't know about it/' said Selectman 
Blanchette. 

Without the public access to water, the public 
interest element of the sewer tie-in was removed from the 
deal, and the Selectmen thought that the decision should 
be revisited, since their initial decision was seemingly 
made on misunderstood pretenses. 

Mr. Ludes argued that there was plenty of public 
interest in the project, naming improved "reallocation of 
nominal wastewater", preservation of town character, and 
the benefit of giving sewer to the people who will live in 
the new subdivision. "I can't for the life of me understand 
why that wouldn't be enough," said Mr. Ludes.

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"But that's collateral benefit, not primary benefit," 
said Selectman Henry. 

"What the law giveth, it can taketh away," added 
Selectman Blanchette. 

John Rockwell, Vice Chairperson of the Open 
Space Acquisition Committee (OS AC), said that they 
would be happy to meet with Mr. Ludes and Mr. Deshaies 
to find a way to determine public interest at upcoming 
OSAC meeting. 

Mr. Ludes agreed to meet with OSAC, but added, 
"I can't understand why [I] work hard, [I] do the right 
thing, and [I'm] made out to be the bad guy." 

To this, the Board explained that the terms of 
the agreement have simply changed, and they must find 
some kind of public interest to let the decision stand. After 
meeting with OSAC, the Board will revisit this issue with 
Mr. Ludes. 

Selectman Blanchette then told the Board that 
he had heard some discontent around town regarding a 
sewer pump station in the area of Front and Lewis Streets. 
Since some brush was removed, residents are displeased 
to have a better view of the pump station, and are hoping 
the town might consider some landscaping. Chevy Briggs 
informed Selectman Blanchette that he was willing to 
donate six arborvitae. Selectman Blanchette hoped that 
more people in town - particularly the tree warden, 
the tree committee and town landscapers - would help 
find more donations, both in plants and labor, and to

provide feedback in how the station's appearance can be 
improved. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. Dawson 
updated the Board on three parcels of land that the 
Trustees of the Indian Cove were hoping to donate to 
the town as open space. The land is in the area of the 
private Indian Cove land and has frontage on Route 6 
on the Mattapoisett / Marion town border. Mr. Rockwell 
spoke on behalf of the OS AC again, saying that the land 
demonstrated several uses to the town - it would help 
maintain surface water quality, wetlands and wildlife 
habitat among many other benefits. But before the 
Board would go forward with a decision, they asked Mr. 
Rockwell to confirm what kind of taxes might be owed 
on the land, and determine if there is any evidence of 
pollution from a 1950s compressor station that a gas 
company once had on the land. Mr. Rockwell said that he 
would go back to the Trustees of the Indian Cove at an 
upcoming meeting and will follow up on the details at a 
later Board meeting. 

In Correspondence, the Board received a letter 
of resignation from paramedic Dale Thackery who has 
served in the town since 1993.

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Board Approves Budget, School Choice 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

A regular meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee was called to order by Chairperson 
Peter Bangs on March 24, 2010 in the ORR Media 
Center at 6:00 pm. Also in attendance were Committee 
members Jim O'Brien, Joseph Scott, Nick Decas, Robin 
Rounseville, Paula Meere, John Russell, and Virginia 
Beam, Superintendent Douglas White, Director of Student 
Services Teresa Hamm, School Business Administrator 
Kathleen Isernio, ORR High School Principal Michael 
DevoU, and ORR Junior High School Principal Kevin 
Brogioli. 

In preliminary comments, Mr Bangs offered 
"kudos" to Mr. White, Ms. Isernio and Mr. DevoU for 
their work in creating the FYll budget. "I have never 
seen a better school budget," Dr Bangs said. "It is very 
precise." Additionally, he addressed recent concerns 
about how assessments are calculated. Specifically, he 
asserted that Mr White and Ms. Isernio determined that 
town assessments are done properly and that town and 
state leaders, not the school board, set the formula that 
calculates assessments. 

Due to potential cuts in state aid. Dr. Bangs said 
he floated an idea to split pending cuts equally between 
towns with the school board absorbing $50,000 of the 
reductions. However, he said Marion and Rochester 
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LANDSCAPE & BACEHOE SERVICE 



officials disagreed with the idea and thus it is off the table 
for now. 

Uncertainty revolving around state education 
assistance dominated the superintendent's report. Mr. 
White stressed that state aid reductions currently being 
considered by Massachusetts legislators are "in flux.'' Talk 
on Beacon Hill indicates that the state may reduce aid by 
four percent, or approximately $82,000 for the district, but 
he said this number could change. 

Mr. White also commented on recent student 
achievement in arts and music. He commended students' 
performances at recent choral concerts and said he was 
"blown away" by ORRHS's production of RENT . Mr. 
Devoll agreed. "There are 525,600 reasons to love that

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play/' he said. 

In his principars report, Mr. Devoll said 
sophomores currently are immersed in the English 
Language Arts MCAS exams. "It is a busy time of year. 
The sophomores are working hard/' he said. The principal 
also mentioned that ORRHS is gearing up for spring 
sports and the upcoming student-faculty basketball game. 

Mr. Devoll also remarked that the high school 
hosted Gallaudet University's Academic Bowl - an 
academic competition for deaf students. He commended 
Ms. Hamm for her work in bringing students to ORRHS 
campus. 

In Mr. Brogioli's report, he discussed a recent 
presentation to seventh and eighth graders on ways 
to handle cyber-bullying. Also, he reported two new 
hires next year: a new special education teacher and 
an assistant principal. The first position is filled and 
administrators are narrowing a field of finalists for the 
second position, he said. 

The junior high principal also listed two 
upcoming events: a GiftsToGive collection drive starting 
on March 31 and a student-faculty basketball game on 
April 9. 

The school committee then approved the 
February 11 minutes. 

Shortly thereafter, following a brief student 
presentation, the board approved a May 18 senior cruise 
in Plymouth scheduled from 6:00 pm to 9:00 pm. Abus

In the business report, Ms. Isernio discussed 
various budget transfers to accommodate increases in 
transportation and salaries. After recent concerns of a 
shortfall in snow removal funds, Ms. Isernio said she 
was ''pleasantly surprised'' by an invoice indicating that 
$4,000 is in the account for snow plowing. Ms. Isernio 
also received approval to transfer $500 from the misc. 
extracurricular account to "Failure is Not An Option," a 
junior high program that assists struggling students with 
meeting basic competency requirements. 

The next task at hand was the approval of the 
$15,321,458 FY 11 ORR School District budget, which is a 
1.01 percent increase over FY 10 levels. Mr. White advised 
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• Jewefry 
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the board to approve the budget with the understanding 
of "uncertainty on the state level" that could lead to 
additional cuts. 

During deliberation on the budget, committee 
member Mr. Russell weighed in on the elimination of 
a junior high technical education teacher, who is being 
transferred to ORRHS. He said the cut represents the 
"wrong priority for education" due to the strong career 
potential for future engineers. "I regret not having 
protested earlier," he said. In response, Mr. Brogioli 
assured Mr. Russell that the science teachers are 
incorporating the technical education pieces into their 
curriculums. 

At that point, the committee formally approved 
the $15,321,458 ORR School District budget and the 
$1,032,164 capital budget. 

William Tilden - ORR Athletic Director - then 
arrived to discuss a gift in the form of renovation services 
for the baseball and Softball fields. Zell Builders of Marion 
offered to: slice seeding the outfield; sod the infield, and 
add a clay mixture to the base paths. Additional services 
may include drainage work and possible irrigation heads 
for the infield. 

Mr. Tilden described the current fields as in 
"extremely poor condition" and joked that the drainage is 
so bad "you can go fishing" from the dug-out. Specifically, 
he said the donated materials represent $10,000 in 
materials and approximately the same in labor cost. To 
maintain the fields, Mr. Tilden said we would "lean on 
kids to maintain the fields" to enhance their sense of 
ownership and responsibility. The board then approved 
the gift, thus field work will begin shortly this spring. 

A lengthy discussion on school choice policy 
followed. Under the new budget, the school will receive 
a minimum of $120,000 for 24 or more out-of-district 
students under the School Choice program. Mr. White 
stated that the school board needs to formally approve of 
the use of School Choice and set a number of students the 
district will accept. After some investigation, Ms. Hamm 
and Mr. Devoll confirmed that slots available through 
School Choice must be divvied up through a lottery 
system.

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The board then discussed expanding the number 
of School Choice students, but confusion arose as to 
whether the school board could dictate how many slots 
are available for each grade level. Overall, the school 
board decided that it could absorb 12 new slots but hoped 
to increase that number to 18 for the revenue potential. 
Mr. DevoU agreed to accommodate no more than 12 new 
students at the high school and Mr. Brogioli agreed to six 
additional students at the junior high. Thus for the school 
board to reach 18 new students, it would have to be 
empowered to designate a restricted number of spots for 
each grade level. The school board could not immediately 
determine what it legally can do, thus opted to approve 
School Choice with broad language authorizing a 
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minimum of 24 slots (including current students). 

At 7:35 pm, the school board went into 
executive session for the purpose of discussing contract 
negotiations. 

Joint Committee Advances in Full 
Regionalization

A scheduled meeting of the Old Rochester 
Regional School and Superintendency Union #55 Joint 
Committee meeting was called to order by Regional 
Chairperson Peter Bangs and Union Vice-Chairperson 
Grace Knox on March 25, 2010 at 6:30 pm in the Old 
Rochester Regional High School library. 

In the Chairperson's report. Dr. Bangs noted the 
service of Dr. John Russell, longtime regional committee 
member, who will not be seeking another term. The 
March 25 Joint Committee meeting would be Dr. Russell's 
last. 

"He is like the Michael Jordan of the school 
committee. He keeps leaving and coming back," joked Dr. 
Bangs, who cited Dr. Russell as a member who has made 
"tremendous contributions." 

In his Superintendent's report, Douglas White 
said that, "local aid is still in flux." Governor Deval 
Patrick has recommended a level-funded budget, whereas 
the House of Representatives recommended a 4 percent 
cut. According to Mr. White, $18,000-87,000 worth of cuts 
could face the district. 

According to Mr. White, Massachusetts is still 
in the running for the Race to the Top federal initiative. 
Mr. White went to a March 18 meeting about developing 
implementation plans and will continue to learn more 
about the Race to the Top over the next few weeks. 

Mr. White also took a moment to praise the 
recent Old Rochester Regional concert and production of 
Rent, which took place March 19-21. "They should all be 
congratulated," he said. 

Both the regional and the union committees then 
voted to approve the minutes of the January 28 joint 
meeting.

The first item on the agenda was a discussion 
about K-12 regionalization of schools. Dr. Bangs said 
that he was ''pleased to see the enthusiastic response'' 
from the Tri-Town Boards of Selectmen in regards to full 
K-12 regionalization of Tri-Town schools. At a recent 
three-table meeting, the Tri-Town Board of Selectmen 
voted to recommend a study committee to be comprised 
of one member of each Select Board, one member from 
each town school committee, one member of the regional 
school committee, and the superintendent of schools. 

The League of Women Voters is also enthusiastic 
about the regionalization prospect, and actually 
conducted a study on the topic 10 years ago. The League 
of Women Voters has offered services to the committees 
to assist in the publicity and research end of the 
regionalization attempt. 

Ms. Knox thought that they might be able to get 
speakers from groups like Massachusetts Association of 
Regional Schools (MARS) or other districts who have 
fully regionalized K-12, like Dighton-Rehoboth and 
Bridgewater-Raynham, and that would help guide them 
through the regionalization process. 

"It would be a great mistake to rush," said Dr 
Bangs of the process, but the committees are under a 
time constraint to make a decision for the 2010/2011 
school year Still, Dr. Bangs wanted to hear more about 
"the benefits and drawbacks" to regionalization, both 
"financially and educationally." 

The committees agreed that they would need 
to clarify who has the authority to actually form the 
regionalization study committee - the select boards or the 
school committees - before progressing further 

Ms. Beams said that she hoped a study committee 
would include two members of each individual town 
committee instead of only one. 

Since the next meeting of the Joint Committee 
isn't until June, they decided to schedule a special 
regionalization meeting for May 6, depending on if they 
can schedule speakers from MARS. Members of the three 
select boards will be invited, along with the principals 
and town administrators. 

The Joint Committee then voted to approve the

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calendar for the 2010/2011 school year. Ms. Winters was 
a little concerned that the calendar was ''choppy'' and 
one five-day weekend in October would be difficult for 
families with two working parents. Still, the committees 
voted to accept the calendar. 

In a quick agenda item, Mr. White informed the 
committees that all communication between each other 
and school-business related matters should be sent from 
school-issued Old Rochester e-mail accounts. He said 
that this would be for the protection of the committee 
members and so all communication could be included 
in the e-mail archiving. The ORR website will soon be 
updated to reflect the changed e-mail addresses. 

In a final agenda item, the committee voted to 
accept the second-reading of a non-resident student 
policy, which will apply to all Old Rochester students 
as of September 2010. Among the requirements, the 
policy requires all students to either live in the district, 
be enrolled in School Choice, be entitled under the 
McKinney-Vento Homeless Assistance Act, or be children 
of ORR teachers. Enrolling families will need to offer 
proof of residency, including utility bills or copies of 
leases. 

The committees also had a first reading of the 
high school pregnancy policy. After review, they decided 
to strengthen wording referring to counseling services 
being available to pregnant students, and to give the 
pregnant student a choice of whether or not her parents 
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offer may change without notice

School Report 
Featured Teacher: Mrs. Vanasse

Mrs. Vanasse is a favorite teacher among the 
students, and she is also a favorite coach among the girl 
volleyball players. Her classes have mainly been Algebra 
lA, Algebra IB, and Honors Geometry, although in her 
first year of teaching she also taught a history class 
(Global Studies) that has since been removed from the 
Program of Studies. For both of her first two years of 
teaching at ORR, Mrs. Vanasse was working part-time. 
But when a teacher left part way through the year, Mrs. 
Vanasse became a full-time staff member. "I have been 
teaching at ORR ever since,'' she says. 

After attending Acton-Boxboro Regional High 
School in Acton, Massachusetts, Mrs. Vanasse attended 
UMass Dartmouth. She graduated in 1997 with a Bachelor 
of Science in mathematics and a corresponding education 
certificate. Mrs. Vanasse immediately started to work at 
ORR after her graduation. 

"I think ORR is a good school," she says. Mrs. 
Vanasse describes ORR as challenging to the students, and 
she says that it offers them an excellent education. "The 
students who go through ORR have a solid educational 



foundation." 

Mrs. Vanasse has been working to improve the 
education being offered to students by the means of her 
Algebra classes, which she co-teaches with Andrea Moniz. 
They have been co-teaching Algebra IB for five years, and 
this is the first year for Algebra lA. Mrs. Vanasse explains 
that the system helps the students more because there 
are two teachers in the room to answer questions instead 
of just one. "The students feel comfortable having two 
teachers in the room," she says. "[Ms. Moniz and I] take 
turns going over the homework and teaching the lesson... 
[and] have been able to help a greater population of 
students." 

Mrs. Vanasse acknowledges that math is a 
difficult subject for some students to learn. Currently 
some of the Algebra classes are taking part in a study 
from UMass, known as SimCalc. While Mrs. Vanasse is 
not working with the program - which is a technological 
approach to math - she agrees that it could be beneficial 
to some students. "Hopefully some students like to have a 
change, and SimCalc can offer that to them," she says. 

This is the first year that Mrs. Vanasse has not 
consecutively coached volleyball. "I took this past season 
off because of my baby," she explains. But Mrs. Vanasse 
has been very involved with the team in the past years. In 
fact, she's been the coach for eleven years. "The . . . team 
always has a good group of girls," she says. "They are a 
good mix of the school population." She adds that some 
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are involved in multiple sports, while others only play 
volleyball. 

Mrs. Vanasse isn't a stranger to the sport, though. 
She's been playing since high school and continued 
during her college years. ''I am still playing volleyball 
competitively'' she says. "I play volleyball leagues in 
Newport, R.I. in the winter and summer seasons." 

When Mrs. Vanasse was in high school, she says 
her favorite class was, naturally, math. She was also 
partial to her chorus classes. Her least favorite, she says, 
was English. In her physics class during senior year, she 
had the opportunity to go to her elementary school and 
teach a lesson on paper airplanes. "It was a lot of fun," 
Mrs. Vanasse says, calling this experience the best thing 
she could remember about high school. But she said her 
worst memory was of her class's senior prank. "Someone 
brought chickens into the school and let them loose in 
the. . . hallway where all of our lockers were. The smell 
was awful all day long." 

In addition to being a member of the volleyball 
team at her high school, Mrs. Vanasse was also involved 
with SADD, drama club, and the dance team. "[Dance 
team] was part of the marching band," she says. 

Mrs. Vanasse thinks that the change to block 
scheduling was an improvement in high school. "Each 
class is not as busy as it was when you had seven or eight 
blocks in a day," she explains. Currently, each school day 
only contains four classes that are twice as long. Mrs.

25 Years Strong, Pearly Baker Keeps On Rocking

On April 3 , Pearly Baker - a local band known for 
its jam sessions and Grateful Dead covers - is rocking the 
Zeiterion for its 25th Anniversary. 

For decades, the Pearly Baker Band has lured old and 
new fans into New Bedford clubs every Tuesday night. And 
like good wine, "they just keep getting better and better," said 
Marion native Christian Smith, who has attended shows since 
1989. 

"We're so lucky. For such a small place [like New 
Bedford], they have huge, incredible talent," he said, adding 
that among local talent "Pearly Baker top the list." 

When the band celebrated its 20th anniversary five 
years ago, the event attracted more than 300 fans, which far 
exceeded the capacity of the Bullpen, its venue at the time. 
"We had a couple that came up all the way from Miami and 
were standing in line. We 
never expected anything 
like that," recalled band 
member Mike Mahoney, 
who said some fans could 
not even get through the 
doors. 

For its 25th year, the 
band decided to bring up 
the performance a notch. 
"We harbored a dream 
of playing on a nice, big 
stage," Mr. Mahoney said 
of the decision to perform 
for the first time at the 
Zeiterion. And with this 

upcoming show, the Southcoast "pearl" decided to give not 
just a great performance to its fans, but give to the greater 
community as well. 

After consulting with State Senator Mark Montigny, 
the band decided to donate all proceeds to the Hunger 
Commission of Southern Massachusetts, which is 
administered by the United Way of Greater New Bedford. 
The Human Commission is a program that coordinates food 
distribution to about 50 local food pantries and kitchens - in 
addition to collaborating with the YMCA Sharing the Harvest 
Community Farm Project that distributes fresh vegetables. 

"I think we are going to raise very serious money for an 
important cause," said the senator. He jokes that Pearly Baker 
"is more of a cult than a band" and thus fans are sure to turn 
out in numbers. Aside from great entertainment, he predicts 
fans will come to enjoy "one of the nicest theatres in the 
country" while helping people who are struggling to pay bills 
and buy food. "I do think people understand the struggle of 
people on the Southcoast," he said. 

Mr. Mahoney is very pleased with the benefitting 




organization. "We are honored and proud that we ended 
up being associated with the Hunger Commission. It was 
serendipitous but we couldn't have picked a better charity," 
said Mr. Mahoney. He also noted that the band "is not making 
one dime" from the performance. In fact, the band engaged in 
heavy fundraising from local corporations and private citizens 
to maximize funds designated for the Hunger Commission. 
"We raised well above the amount required to rent the hall 
and put on the show, and now, everything, including the ticket 
sales, is gravy," he stated. 

"When all is said and done, we'll have a very packed 
house that night," Senator Montigny added, noting that, 
"tickets are already selling aggressively." 

For now, Mr. Mahoney and his band are gearing up for 
a performance of a lifetime. "I don't get nervous about very 
much," Mr. Mahoney said while admitting the he is a little 
jittery for a performance on the big stage. However, again 

and again Mr. Mahoney 
said his main goal with the 
show is to have fun. 

Having fun definitely tops 
the agenda for the band's 
devoted fans, which Mr. 
Smith describes as college 
aged to seniors. "The band 
^ isn't necessarily the oldest 
■ people in the room," he 
^ said of their Tuesday night 
performances. However, 
he said the fans "have been 
remaking themselves" 
as younger and younger 
people - including UMass 
Dartmouth students - come out to see Pearly Baker and get 
hooked on their jams. "People just love Pearly Baker. I've 
lived in a lot of places, and I've seen a lot of [Grateful Dead] 
cover bands, and no one jams like them. They are absolutely 
phenomenal at what they do," he added. 

With this upcoming performance, Mr. Smith plans to 
bring all of his three stepchildren - ages 22, 19 and 15 - to 
"see what their mom and stepdad do on Tuesday nights." 

Mr. Mahoney also stressed that the performance is a 
"family event" and urges everyone to come out for what 
should be an exciting show. At a price of $15 per ticket, he 
hopes to strike the right balance between affordability and 
donation potential for the Hunger Commission.

Back to the Future VI 

or How I Overcame my Fear of Water

Hot Tub Time Machine. Starring John Cusack and Rob 
Corddry. Directed by Steve Pink. Running time: 100 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The last two times John Cusack collaborated with 
his longtime buddy Steve Pink, the results were Gross e 
Pointe Blank (1997) and High Fidelity (2000), which 
they both helped write. Three other guys wrote Hot Tub 
Time Machine (starring Cusack and directed by Pink), 
so the movie doesn't hit the heights of the previous two 
classics. It's more of an affable romp. The Hangover by 
way of The Wedding Singer: three guys having a wild and 
crazy night back in the '80s, though they began the night 
in 2010. As advertised. Hot Tub Time Machine involves a 
hot tub that becomes a time machine, sending disgruntled 
fortysomethings Cusack, Rob Corddry and Craig 
Robinson back to 1986, along with Cusack's 20-year-old 
nephew Clark Duke, who wasn't even bom yet. 

In truth. Hot Tub Time Machine is the sort of 
"high concept" low-budget comedy that might 've been 
made back in '86; it would share a video-store shelf with 
Bachelor Party and Where the Boys Are '84. As such, 
it's not terribly ambitious. It seems to hang its narrative 
on two or three killer scenes; a lot of the rest is filler. 
The filler is often amusing, though, since these guys are 
innately funnier than were the lads in The Hangover. The 
guys are spirited to a ski lodge on a particularly eventful 
night for them in '86, and they determine to do everything 
the same — any divergence might lead to disaster in the 
future. Part of the fun is in how quickly they break their 
pact and set about rewriting their past. 

I imagine any serious time-travel nitpicker who 
thinks about the plot for more than a minute will judge the 
whole thing implausible. But that's not really the point. 




For Cusack and Pink, this is kind of the conclusion of 
their trilogy of films about the depressed Cusackian hero 
escaping into past simplicity. Cusack's presence here, 
along with Crispin Glover as a bellhop. Chevy Chase 
as a mysterious repairman, and even Karate Kid villain 
William Zabka as a mustachioed sleazeball, takes some 
of us back to the land of leg warmers, MTV and cheesy 
comedies. As per tradition, Cusack falls for someone with 
smarts and great taste in music (Lizzy Kaplan), while 
Corddry and Robinson try to reset their disappointing 
lives to the dismay of Clark Duke, who fears all this 
divergence will erase him from history. 

Hot Tub Time Machine occasionally feels as 
though it has more on its mind, but it's best when sitting 
with the three old friends, who have decades of shared 
experiences, in-jokes (their whispered "The Great White 
Eskimo" never gets old) and resentments stored up. It's a 
comfortable and ultimately comforting film; its message 
is "embrace the chaos," and the heroes, like Lloyd Dobler 
in Say Anything, are looking for "a dare-to-be-great 
situation." The movie doesn't really dare to be great; it 
settles for being sometimes-raunchy post-Apatow fluff, 
with a better cast than it would've had in 1986. It gets a 
pass from me — there's always something going on, the 
funny bits are really funny — but from the guys who gave 
us High Fidelity and especially Grosse Pointe Blank, it's 
something of an underachievement.
